In my judgement, onvalid argument 


has ever yet been advanced, why in- 
come tax records should not be pub- 
lished or at least open to the public 
for inspection. If certain individuals 
evade or escape, in whole or in part, 
their proper tax, just to that extent, 
the amount so vaded has to be made 
ed by those who make full and honest 
returns of their property. Every tax- 
payer has a right to know what every 
other taxpayer pays. Men will dodge 
taxes. I do not think, this due so much 
to inherent dishonesty as to inneffl- 
cient administration of the tax laws. 
I believe most men are willing to pay 
their taxes if assured that their fellow 
citizens pay theirs. Because of im- 
perfect, loose and frequently dis hon- 
est assessment methods, it is not un- 
usual for men to engage in a practice 
acquicsed in, if not sacantioned by the

In my judgement, onvalid argument 


has ever yet been advanced, why in- 
come tax records should not be pub- 
lished or at least open to the public 
for inspection. If certain individuals 
evade or escape, in whole or in part, 
their proper tax, just to that extent, 
the amount so vaded has to be made 
ed by those who make full and honest 
returns of their property. Every tax- 
payer has a right to know what every 
other taxpayer pays. Men will dodge 
taxes. I do not think, this due so much 
to inherent dishonesty as to inneffl- 
cient administration of the tax laws. 
I believe most men are willing to pay 
their taxes if assured that their fellow 
citizens pay theirs. Because of im- 
perfect, loose and frequently dis hon- 
est assessment methods, it is not un- 
usual for men to engage in a practice 
acquicsed in, if not sacantioned by the
